OF FUN AND MONEY. 


Sometime* Ono I>on'f. Work, anil tho Dliuo 


Must Bo Ileftimleil—A Dividend of Ono 
Por Cunt, tin, Flmt Month—StulHilE Iliklr- 
pliM nml Other Trash Into tho Slot. 
Muny ImmorouB Incidents have at- 


tended tho introduction of tho now fan- 
gled opera glass machinery at tho thea- 
tres. Tho theatre ushcra say that tho 
machines aro inoro fun than a circus 
when tho wheels that operate tho spring 
that unlocks tho box led gets in n snarl. 
But tho fun is enjoyed hy tho spectators, 
and not by tho iishors, Tho theatre goer 
whoso dlmo gets etude in tlio slot gener- 
ally makes about thirteen and a half 
times moro fues over tho piospcotlvo loss 
of tho dime than a man whom favorite 
corn i« stepped on by the inconsidnrato 
man * ho persists in going out to wo an- 
other man between tlio arta. llocontly at 
tho Casino a man in a dress suit, with 
bank notos in his waistcoat pockut, nuido 
a commotion that disturbed tho whole 
parquet assemblage for fully twenty 
minutes because tho usher told him ho 
couldn't got his money book until the 
next morning tit tho box ofllco. Two 
ushers had to scurry around and hunt tip 
(ho president of tho company that runs 
tlio boxes to soothe tho wrath pf thop 
would bo natron by handing him book 
tlio quarter ho had dropped Into tlio slot 
that was out oil order. It costs a quar- 
ter Instead of a dime, by tho way, to got 
a glass at tho Gunlno. Outbreaks of this 
Hits sort aro getting Icai ficquent, 
though, mid Intending explosions of 
witith mo headed off by tho timely ar- 
lival of tho ushoi, wlio, as soon as ho 
finds that a box won't work, tiics another 
that will without cxtia expanse to tho 
theutro goer. There's plenty of fun, 
though, when tho box selects a cantault- 
oioua thoutcigoor as a victim for <ts 
eianlcy wilnkles This happens ononiglit 
a week, anyhow, and sometimes oftoner. 


anowiNa IN roruLAiury. 


Tho boxes aro giowlng hi popularity 


despito thcso drawbacks. That is proved 
bj tho increased number used and by tho 
goncinl introduction of tho mechanisms 
in tho city theatres. Tlio dime slot boxes 
aro now in uso in eight theatres, nnd 
contracts havo been made for their in- 
troduction into many out of town then- 
ties. On an average 125 boxes aio pu^ 
into n thcatio of tho sl/-o of tho FiClh 
Avenue. Of thcso between fifty and 
sovcnty-flvo aio usjd nightly, That thin 
i» sufficient to return a satisfactory profit 
la shown by tlio fact that in tho first 
month of tho experiment with tho dime 
slot mechanisms the company paid a 
dividend of 1 percent, to Mis Langtiy 
and other stockholders, 
It tins been 


found that tho idea tickles tho children, 
and mothers and nurses drop money into 
tho slots just foi tho unlco of Booing the 
littlo ones open their eyes In delight 
when tho lid pops up and reveals tho 
opcia glass unugly fitted in tlio box. 


Every night after tho play nn agent of 


tho company goes around from iwc to 
box and collects tho coins 
In tho (list 


weeks of tho experiment tho tour was 
mado unexpectedly Interesting by tho 
amount of unique bric-a-brac that was 
gathurid up fiom tho slots inett. J of tho 
looked for silvci coin. Load dunes, littlo 
souvenir medals of bioss and lend, and 
bent pins wore found fn tho slots, Hair- 
pins, too, weio collected in bunches at 
ovory tour. In fact, tho hairpin seems 
to bo tho favorite implement used by tlio 
conscienceless thcatiugooia who put up 
schemes to boat tho slot, But It Is a 
waste of Invnplnsand also of centennial 
medals and lead coins to try and palm 
them off on tho machine for the genuino 
dlino or quartet of commerce. The ma- 
cliinoaiaro made to bend and break all 
such nondescript counterfeits. And no- 
thing but silver goes through r uccess- 
fully 
Tlio only oilcct of trying to beat 


tho machine is to throw it out of order, 
and about ten of tho machines aro in tho 
hospital for icpaiis c.w?h week. 


Wire THEY ARE MOT IlEDi 


It woe caily ilLscovoied by dishonest 


theatre gocis that tho lids of tha boxes 
cannot bo looked, oxoopt by n special 
key, after tho opom glasses havo been 
used. A number of tho glasses woro 
stolen in tho first wcolc, but tho pilfer- 
ing of tho boxes h is ulnco ceased. De- 
tectives keep a wntch on tho boxca at 
cuchlheatio. They caught a well dicssed 
theatregoer walking oft with n glass one 
night locoutly at the Fifth Avenue thca- 
tro, and ho was uu.iigned in court, nnd 
only escaped prosecution for tho lurcony 
hvCauso imprisonment meant tho ruin of 
his little family 
On several occasions 


tlioatiogociB IUUQ pocketed tho glasses 
in a lit of abBentmindcdncsD and re- 
turned them afterward. 


"Why don't you paint tho glossal red,
